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A statement 


philosophy and work as an 


artist: 


I believe that the essence of a photograph, or any 
work of art for that matter, is communication between the 
artist and the viewer. 

I believe that communication begins with the 
technical mastery of, and performance with, the materials 
the artists selects. 

Once the artist has gained control of his medium I 
believe that he should demonstrate, through his artwork, a 
rapport with the subject. The corollary to this statement 
is that the rapport he establishes must be visible to the 
viewer; which, in effect, completes the communication from 
his mind and eye, through the finished piece, to the 
delight of the viewer. 

In the process of communicating, the artist must also 
demonstrate a unique vision of his subject matter. The 
final element of a successful piece of art is a strong 
emotional impact which no work can stand without. 

I believe that art should uplift the human condition. 



The palladium/platinum process was developed by 
Englishman Willard Willis in 1880. Willis found that 
photographic emulsions could be sensitized with one of the 
four Noble Metals: gold, silver, platinum and palladium. 
The process is accomplished by mixing palladium into a 
light sensitive solution which is then hand coated onto 
archival paper. Once the paper is sensitized, a negative 
the size of the finished print is contact printed onto the 
sheet. Exposed to ultra-violet light (in the old days 
direct sunlight was used,) the print visibly develops a 
latent image. The paper is then immersed in several baths 
of acid to wash away the un-sens i t i zed platinum, air 
dried, and mounted for presentation. While platinum gives 
the print a soft light brown 19th century look, palladium 
is slightly more purple. Unlike contemporary enlarging 
processes which may take minutes from start to finished 
print, this process may take up to several hours per 
image.
